F. D. Monk presided and made a 
telling speech In propo-sing the health 
of Mr. Borden.

Goodeve, re- 
presenting Brltlsli Columbia, -Mr. 3ila- 
grath for Alberta, Jilr. Haggart for 
JIanltoba, Mv.

The whole of today's sitting of the 
House was occupied in a discussion of 
Iho new department which It Is pro- 
posed to create, dealing with external 
affairs.

Sir Wilfrid Laurlor said the depart- 
ment was necessary, and it was also 
necessary to have It Independent of 
other dopartment.s. This was the case 
In Australia. The work \Yas ever in- 
creasing and the present system was 
found inaderiuato. 

I\Ir. Foster wanted to know if the 
confidential dcsijatchoa intended for 
tlio cyo of the premier alone were to 
bo sent to the new department. Ho 
did not think that they .should. The 
.sy.steni would not bo of any use un- 
less It w:i3 expert, and it \vould the;-o 
fore be c.\j>onHlve. The resolution was 
linally concurred In. 

K. N. Lewis introduced a bill re- 
specting assaults and offences against 
tlio person, which has for its object 
the Increasing of the punishment of 
tranips committing offences (if vio- 
lence. Another clause prohibits a 
magistrate permitting a tramp or oth- 
er dissolute person to go free provid- 
ed he leaves tho district. It provides 
also that a vagrant convicted a second 
time shall be sent to a penltentuiry 
and. detained until he has been taught 
a trade' and has given proof that ho 
is wiilinE: to earn an honest, living. 

Mr; Oliver Informed Mr. Monk that 
since the end of . the last fiscal year 
up*tQ January 31, 1467 Immigrants had 
been deported; The expenditure by 
the government on deportation' since 
March -31st. 1908, was $27,288.

Ther?»,)yeipe also ;three hundred frozen 
hog carcasses- OA board this ship, of 
wl-lch 15. were minus tho lymphatic 
glands. One carcass was affected with 
tuberculosis. "There is no necessity," 
he declared, "of removing tho lympha- 
tic glands linless with some specilic 
object, and presumably in the cases 
of the 15 carcases found without 
glands they had been discovered, on 
Inspection In the United States, to 
show some evidence of disease." 

Continuing, Dr. Williams pointed out 
that In the above consignment more 
than !.-lx liundred cases of tongues, 
livers, plucics, iitc, boro an ofllclal 
tag that Ihey had been inspected and 
pnssoi ah sound in the country of ex- 
portaLiua

COST OF OUILDiNG 
HUDSON'S. BAY ROAD 



Engineer Favors Port Nelson 
■ as Terminus— Ship CanaL 
Possible 



Ottawa, Mar. 4. — The fl;rst progress 
report of survey of tho Hudson Bay 
railway has been submitted to tho 
minister of railways. « It contalins, In 
addition to a summary of the woric 
completed to. February 1, an 'estimate 
of the iirobablo cost of the work and 
atrpug , recommendations for. further 



favor of ■ this -latter; port, as offering a 
shorter line, fewer haturaIf|^6bBtlcU6- 
tlons to overcome, cheaper "do'nstruc- 
tlon and the possibilities of cheaper 
maintenance when completed.. 

Details of tho natural resources of 
tho count.'y traversed by surveys are 
given, together with numerous maps 
and detail plans. The report Is mado 
by J. Armstrong, engineer in charge, 
with headquarters at Winnipeg. 

Tho report states that a line either 
to Fort Churehill or to Fort Nelson, 
with necessary terminal harbor im- 
provements, can be built for between 
seventeen and eighteen million dollars.. 

Tho engloeers found no obstacle to 
ea.sy and comparatively cheap con- 
struction of tho line, and submit do- 
tailed estimates of the comparative 
cost of alternate routes surveyed from 
Split Lake to Fort Churchill, and from 
Solit Lake to Port Nelson. The' Fort 
Churchill route would cost $11,608,000, 
Willie the Port Nelson route would .cost 
$8,677,000, but terminal Improvements 
at the latter pori would cost sufficient 
to counterbalance the smaller amount 
requirnd for construction. 

Tlie estimate is based on a lino with 
a controlling gradient of 4-10 of . one 
per cent, oast or iiortlibound, and fi-lO 
of one per cent, southbound. It calis 
for wooden culverts and trestles, and 
05 pound steel, which it is explained 
would be suflicient till the line had 
proved its worth, and - which could 
then be replaced with heavier and 
more permanent structures. Com- 
pleted surveys for 820 of .the total of 
405 miles are shown, ^wWh reports on 
exploration work for about 400 miles 
of the distance. Rough estimates of 
the probable cost .of terminals are 
given. 

Mr. Armstrong states In regard to 
the Nelson route that according to In- 
formation received a canal could bo 
built the length of tho Nelson river, 
whlcli would permit of ocean vessels 
coming from Hudson's bay to enter 
Lake Winnipeg. 

Winnipeg, JIar. 4.— A stiff fight Is 
llkelv to be init up by Interested par- 
ties against the selection of Port Nel- 
son as the terminal of tho gnvornment 
Hudson Bay lino Ihstead of Fort 
Churchill, as foreshadowed in the re- 
port of the surveyors. For " two or 
three vears past Churchill has been 
regarded as the inevitable terminal, 
with the general opinion that/that 
alone of tho available ports was not 
blociiod at tho entrance for ocean-going 
vessels bv silt and shoals. "Working 
on tills "opinion, influential western 
caiiitallsta have done, considerable 'do- 
velnimient at Foct GhtirchlU, and 
though nothing much has 'ji^-en made 
public, preparations aro about com- 
pleted, even to the site of the cus- 
toms house, for laying out a flno city. 
Tho -fight against thcselectlpn of Fort 
Nelson 1? likely thcrefore.-to be sti-enu- 
ous.' ' . ■

Traffic Between Washington 
arid Other Cities Badly 
-.. ■Hampered '' ^ 



New York, March 4. — As a result of 
the March blizzard which, swppt down 
unannounced during tWe / night, ! thb 
mldddle Atlantic , seaib.oardilrdm. New 
York to Norfolk spent !t64ay.'Dirled in; 
an avalanche of sndw^andi fwept by 
destructive winds. For a time here 
today conditions seemed to threaten 
a repetition of the great blizzard of 
March 12, 1888, but tonight the storm 
had sunk to less alarming proportions, . 
and there was promise of mild weather 
tomorrow. 

For tho telephone and telegraph 
comijanies tho storm proved to be one 
of tlie worst In years. Wires in all 
directions went down under tho wind's 
onslaught. Tho only means of com- 
munication between the capital and 
the outside world was over three crip- ■ 
pled telegraph wires, one to New York, 
one to Atlanta and a third to Char- 
lottesville, Va. No telephone or rail- 
road wires between New -York; and 
Washington and Baltimore' wero Workr 
ing. 

Mr. Roosevelt Delayed 

Philadelphia, March 4.— The train in 
which former President Roosevelt left 
Washington at 3.30 this afternoon, 
wos held up soniewdiero between 
Havre do Grace, on the south side of .

In many instances the trainmen 
were compelled ' to ' saw off the . poles^ 
which ^d 'falleii-'^'^acroBs the railway 
tracks. During .tJie cday- the ; train ran 
by "sight," but as' darkness settled 
over the -mass of tangled, .wires and 
poles,' it was heces'sary for 'the ehgln-« . 
eers to practically feel their way . 
through. The train which loft Wash- ■ 
Ington at 11 o'clock reached hero -a. 
fev,- minutes after seven, nearly flva,. 
hours lato. Trains which loft Wash-;.. 
Ington later fared even worse. 

The train bearing Theodore Roose- 
velt from Washington to New York 
reached Philadelphia at 9.07 and left 
Immediately for New York.

Baltiriibrels-Mirch :4.— The storm of 
last nlght';and' early today seemed to 
centre- in Baltimore and vicinity. The 
train service between Baltimore and 
Washington and Havre do Grace was 
crippled 60 that a great crowd of per- 
sons from Philadelphia, New York- and 
other northern cities were stranded at 
the railroad stations unable to proceed 
to their destination. This condition of 
affairs was due chiefly tc tho blowing 
down of telegraph, telephone and other 
wires and poles and snow drifts along, 
the railroad . .tracks,-- which -made It 
Impossible for trains to proceed with 
safety. 

At five a.m. twenty-two trains were 
stalled between Baltimore and Wash- 
ington, but 'it Is believed that all of 
them got Into AVashington before 
noon. When the • railroad and tele- 
graph and telephone people realized 
tho havoc that had been wrought they ■ 
got their wrecking gangs to work, with ■ 
the result that by noon things wore 
cleared up enough to permit slow traf- 
fic. Tho people at the stations from 
the north who were unable to proceed 
to Washington waited for hours for 
trains to take them to their homes. . 

One oC the first trains to reach tho 
Union station of the Pennsylvania 
railway was the Colonial express, 
which runs between "Washington and 
73oston. This train left Washington 
several hours after the scheduled time, 
7.30, and arrived 'at Baltimore at half 
past one o'clock In tho afternoon, 
nearly five hours late. It was crowd- 
ed with northerners, tvho early in tho 
morning decided to start for their 
homes, rather than run the risk of , 
being snowbound in tho capital city 
over night. Extra day coaches ■were 
attached to tho trains, and thoso 
stranded In tho Monumental . city, 
gladly started homewards, wijir-'f.rv^'i- 

Aside from the dainago done';to;tlie 
wires and poles, two persons-at-'-'Ieast, 
arc known to have lost their lives, 
ijoth of whom were electrocuted ,by 
coming in contact with fallen wires.

Commission. Will. Look Into 
Facts and Obtain Full 
lirformation. 



The leKl.sluturo last niglit adopted 
a resolution presented by ,1. II. llaw- 
thoriitlnvaite (Xnnaimo) aslvinK lor 
tile uiipolntnuMit of n ro.val eoinniis- 
.sloii to look Into the fact.s of tlio 
iliiuin- business In British Columblii, 
and to make a study of the Gothen- 
burg system With fa view to the pos- 
sible adoption A .'this system in tlie 
province. ■ 

This system, which at present ob- 
taln.s in Norway and Sweden, entails 
virtually government control of the 
inunufacturo and sale of Intoxlcatingr 
liquor. The ■ business Is handed over 
to certain companies, which are sub- 
ject to strict regulation, for exanii)le, 
forbidden to make a prollt of more 
than live or six per cent. It was 
claimed by Mr. Hawthorntluvalte that 
this ay.stem has worked out satisfac- 
torily iti Sweden, and in various pun.s 
of England where It has been intru ■ 
duced. 

There wan no debate on the resolu- 
tion. Mr. nawlliorntluvaite, si.oakiiiir 
to ills motion, hu'eiglied against tile 
propaganda of tlie local option advo- 
cates, and declared that until medical 
science had .said Its last word, tliq 
public could not deal witli the liquor 
Iraflic intelligently. 

There was a lively passage between 
Mr. Hawthornthwalte and Mr. Iloss 
(Ferule) over a bill Introduced by the 
latter and affecting tlie wages of la- 
borers. The mcnibcr for Nariaiino ;ic- 
cused Mr. Itoss of pirating one of the 
bills Introduced at a former session by 
Mr. AVilllams (.\ewcastle). 

Mr. llawthornttnvalte had n tilt 
with the Speaker for the personal vt-- 
ferences whicli he made to the member 
for Fernlfi, 

The Public Service act, which was 
considered In committee, led to con- 
siderable debate, aiid <the committee 
reported progress. ' '■•••^ ■• • 

Mr. Bowser Introduced a bill to 
amend the Police and Prisons' Regu- 
lation act. 

Mr. Taylor introduced a ' bill to 
amend the Steam Boilers' Inspection 
act, 1901. 

The Local Option Matter. 

Mr. Hawthornthwalte (Nanalino) 
Introduced the' folIowlnB resolution: ' 

Whereas it la In the; Interest of the 
people of . this province and of human- 
ity that some .solution of (?vils at Ising 
out of trafllc in intoxicating liv'iuors 
be arrived at; 

"^Viiereas local i)|)tion, wliicli alms at 
prnhibitlon in given localities of the 
.sale of intoxicating liquors, la objec- 
tionable from certain standpoints and 
ineffective as a remedy; 

^VhereaH the government lias decid- 
ed to grant a iilelvt.seite at some future 
date on this question; 

AVhereas It has been shown that the 
Ootiienburg system of manufacturing 
and distributing intoxicating liquors 
removes many of the evils comi)laiiicd 
of; and 

Whereas It is desirable that the peo- 
ple of this iirox ince. before taltlner a 
ld(>l)lseite. be seized of full Informa- 
tion on the (inestions; 

He It tlierefore resolved, that an ad- 
dress be presented to his honor the 
llentenunt-goveriior, asking lilni to 
take into consideration the advisabil- 
ity of appointing a royal commission 
immediately, to inquire Into ail mat- 
ters in relation to tlio manufacture tind 
sale of Intoxicating liquors in this 
province, with a view to ascertaining 
the amount of liquor manufacturc'd. 
Imported and sold In the province, the 
amount of capital invested, the num- 
ber of wage-earners employed, the es- 
timated profits obtained by such em- 
ployment, and further to obtain .such 
Information in regard to the Gothen- 
burg system as may enable the people 
to intelligently comprehend Its merits 
or demerits, with a view to the pos- 
sible adoption and establishment oC 
this system, or a. modillcatlon of it, in 
the province of British Columbia. 

-Mr. Hawthorntlnvaite said he be- 
lieved tliat the premier and the .gov- 
ernment were wise in <leciinng to 
I'>ave the local iii)tlon matti'r to a 
|)leblscitr. Tile [letltlon presented b.v 
the liK-al option i)eoj)le had not rejire- 
sented more th.an ten per cent, of the 
voters of British <'oIinnbia, let .nlone 
the population. The fact that there 
li.id i)ei n a lar.ge petition did not ne- 
cessanl.\' pi'ovu that the object aimed 
at was right. 

Science and Temperance 

.Some of the temperance iieoi)le took 
a strong stand, and attributed to the 
use of lltpior all the evils that afflict 
humanity. Vet It was only recently 
that seli'nee had made ;iny utterance 
on the subject, and until medical sci- 
ence had said ll.i last word the jmblie 
would not ije In a position to deal 
with the matt.M-. 

'I'lu; Idea th.'iL drink eausi^s wast(.' 
of the )noney of the workingmeii was 
absolutely incorrect. The sminer the 
local option <'banii>ion.s studied a little 
pi)litli-al econiiiny the belter. If e\'ery 
worklngnian In Hrllish Columbia to- 
<la\- would ri'fuse le indulge in Intoxi- 
eating Ihpior, it would simiily ine;ui 
a further reduction in their wages. 
The wages of worklngmen were based 
on the standard of living In the coun- 
tr>-. Should the workers of British 
Columbia begin to deny themselves, 
wages would tend to go down. 

Air. Hawthornthwalte said that he 
had often noticed In the Pioneer, the 
organ of the local option people, state- 
ments to the effect that under local 
option what now goi'S over the bar 
v/oukl go Into the till. Thlii w.a.s ill- 
rccted at the nierebanl cla.ss. It was 
a gra\'c mistake lo imagine these 
statement.'; to be true. 

Local option was a jinrtiiil form of 
prohibition and prolill)ltion had not 
be(^n an entire success wherever it had 
beiMi tried. Last year In .Maine $2,- 
000, UOO was spent in Intoxicating li- 
quor. Were local o|jtlon introduced in 
a town, saloons would spring up all 
around lhat town. I.,iquor would be 
sold from trains going into the town, 
;md llcpior v;ould be (lri\'en mit of the 
saloons Into worse jilace.s and into 
private homes. 

.As a Socialist, Mr. irauthornth- 
walto said he objected to the bill from 
tho standpoint of liuiuan liberty. Ho

■Wasiiington, March 4. — Wllllani llow- 
ard Taft, of Ohio, and .Taincs S. tilier- 
niun, of Utica, N. Y., were Inaugurated 
today as president and vice-president of 
tiiu United States; . . 

The ceremony of tho Inauguration 
was accompilslied witli all duo formal- 
ity and llnality, but under nio.st unuHual 
coudltious owing to a torrlllc blizzard 
which swept over tho nallonal capital, 
paralyzing street traffic, dostroylng 
communication with tho outside world, 
and bringing dlsnuiy to tlio tliouaanda 
of asseuiblod visitors who had gathered 
in expeclatioa of tUe usual spectacular 
demon.stratlou. 

Notwithstanding these adverse condi- 
tions all of ,tlie main foalurea of the 
iuauguratlon I were accomplished. Tho 
n aln change was in modifying tlio orig- 
inal programme so that tho inaugural 
address usually delivered from the east 
Iicrtii.'o of tho eapltol wa.s pronounced 
by Jlr. Taft in the sonato chamaer. 

.\Uhough tlie President-elect insisted 
up to almost tlio last moment that his 
inuuKuratlou bo held In front of tho 
rapltol building as planned, tlin coin- 
lulttco on arrangements llually decided 
that the ceremoiiloH should !>(! ludd In 
the .senate chamber. Taft said lui 

did not mind the snow and wind in the 
least, but Senator Knox, In chargo of 
tiK! programme, declared it would bo 
unwise to subji'ct the aged chief Jus- 
tice and llie older in''inber.s oC the aen- 
ute to advcr.si! v,-eather coiidltlon.s. 

President Kcioaevelt and Mr. 'i'af t were 
escorted to tho capitol promptly at tho 
hour set this morning, their progress 
in tho blinding snow "oolng mot with 
clieevs from a tldn fringe of li-i.rdy spoc- 
lators, wlio l)raveil tlie elements and 
fUood ankle deep in slu.sh along Penn- 
.sylvaida aven\ie. The pre.sidcintlal party 
ta-tered the cupltol at 11 o'clock, and 
were escorted to the president' .s room 
in tho .senate wmg. 

President Taft took the oath at 
12:55. 

In Ills Inaugural address. President 

Taft said: 

"Tlio office of an Inaugural address la 
to give a summary outline of the main 
policies of tho now administration, so 
far as thoy can bo anticipated. I had 
the honor to be one of tlio advisers of 
my distinguished predecessor and as 
such to hold up his hands in tho re- 
(forms ho has Initiated. I should bo 
untrue to myself, to my promise, and to 
tho declaration of tlie party platform 
upon which I was erected to office, if I 
did not make tho maintenance and en- 
forcement of these reforms a most Im- 
portant feature of my administration. 
They were directed to the suppression 
of tlio lawlessness and abuses of power 
of the great combinations of capital In- 
vested in railroads and in industrial en- 
terprises carrying on InterHtute cora- 
nieree. Tho steps which my predecessor 
took and the legislation passed on his 
reconiondatlon have accompilslied niucli, 
have caused a general lialt in tho vic- 
ious policies whicli created popular 
alarm, and hnvn brought about In tho 
business affected a much lilghor regard 
fur existing laws. To render tlio re- 
forms lasting, however, and to secure 
at the same time, freedom from alarm 
on the part of those pursuing proper 
and progressive business methods, fur- 
ther legislative and executive action 
aro needed. , Rollof of tho railroads 
from cot'tain- restrictions of tho anti- 
trust has '"joon urged by my predecessor 
nud will bo urged by me. On tho other 
hand tho adfninlatratlon Irs plcdgeil to 
legislation looldng to * proper federal 
supervision and restriction to prevent 
execs. '0 issues of bonds and stocks 
by con'.,janies owning and operating In- 
ter.' tato Commerco railroad;?. 

"Then, too, a re-organization , of tho 
department of justice, of tlio bureau of 
corporations, of tho department of cora- 
nierce and labor, and of tho Inter-atato 
I cinnierce commission, looking to the ef- 
fectlvo co-operation of tlicso ageneios. 
Is needed to secure a more rapid and 
contain enforcement of the law affect- 
ing interstate-^ railroads and- industria'i 
c.'imbinatlohs. ' 

"I hope to be able to submit, at tho 
first regular session of the incoming 
Congres.s la December next, delitilto 
suggestions in respect to the needed 
.amondmants to tho Anti-Trust and tho 
Interstate Commet'co Jav and tho 
changes required In the executive de- 
partnients conctrned In their enforce- 
ment. It is believed tliat with thu 
ch.nngps to bu recommended, American 
business can be assured of, that measure 
.of stability and certainty in' respect to 
those things that may ., be ' done, and 
thoso that are prohfalted, which Is es- 
sential to tho life and growth of all 
l)UKlney-, Sucli a plan must include 
tho right of the people to avail tliein 
selves of thoso methods of combining 
capital' and effort defmed,.necessary to 
reach the highest 'degree of • economic 
efficiency, ut tho same time (llfforenti 
atlng between combinations 'jasod upon 
legitimate economic reasons and thosi 
formed with the intent of creating mo 
nopolles and artificially controlling 
prices. , . 

"A^matter of the most pressing im- 
portance Is the revision of tho tariff, 
in accordance with tbo promise of the 
platform' upon wliii.-;i I rl?vf?f 
shall call congress in an extra session 
to meet on tho 15th day of March in or 
dor that consideration may at once be 
given to a bill revising tho Bihgley 
-Act, to secure an adoquato revenue and 
adjust the duties In such a ni;iimer 
to afford to labor, and to all Indus- 
tries in tills country, wiietlier of 
I'arni. mine, or factory, protection bv 
tariff, equal to the difference betweoii 
Iho cost of production abroad and the 
cost of production here, and liavo a pio 
vision which tdiall put into force upoi 
an executive dett'rinlnallon of eortain 
facts, a higher or niaxlmuni tariff 
against those countries whoso trade pol- 
icy towards us equitably requires such 
dl.scrinilnation. 

"It is tliought that there has bec^n 
such a change in conditions since the 
enaolnicnt of the Oln^rloy Act, drafted 
on a similarly pinloctlv.> iu-lnclpii', ibat 
the measure of tho tarilT, above .stat 
will permit the reduction of rates in 
certain schedules and will require tli 
udvanoemcnt of few, if any. 

"Our international policy is alway.'; 
to promote peace. We shall enter into 
.nny war with a full 'eoiiKclousness of 
till! awful eonsenueiiceK that it nlwayn 
entails, whctlu'r successful or not, uiid

wo, of course, shall make every effort 
consistent with national honor and tlio 
highest national interest, to avoid a ro- 
aort to arms. AVe favor every instru- 
mentality like that of The Hague trl- 
'auiial and aridtration treaties, made 
wUh a % lew to Us use in all interna- 
tional cuntroversles, In order to main- 
tain pe.icu and to avoid war, but •vvo 
iiliould 1)0 blind to existing conditions, 
and should allow ourselves to become 
foolish idealists, if we did not realizo 
that Willi all the nations of tho world 
armed and prepared for war, wo must 
bo ourselves in a similar condition, in 
order to prevent otlier nations from 
taking advantage of us and of our liia- 
liillly to defend our interests and assert 
our riglits wltli a strong rand. 

"In the international controversies 
that .are likely to arise In the Orient, 
growing out of tlie question of the open 
door and otlior Issues, the United 'States 
can maintain the Interests intact and 
can Hucure resiiect for lier Just de- 
inaiuis. She ^vlll not bo able to do so, 
however, If it Is understood tiiat she 
never liileiids to back up her assertion 
of rights and her defence of her Inter- 
ests by anything but mere verbal pro- 
test.? and dliiloniatlc notes. For those 
reasons tho expenses of the army and 
navy and of coast ilefences should al- 
ways bo considered as something which 
tho government must pay for, and they 
.should not be cut off through a. mere 
consideration of economy. Our gov- 
ernment is able to afford a suitable army 
and a sultabli; navy. It may maintain 
them without tho sllghtust danger to 
the i epublic or tlie cause of free Institu- 
tions, and fear of additional taxation 
ought nni to oiiange a proper policy In 
tills regard. "SVe should liave an army 
so organized and so officered .as to be 
capable in the time of emergency In co- 
operation witli tho national militia and 
under the provisions of a proper n.a- 
tlonal volunteer law, rapidly vo expand 
into a force sufficient to resist oi) 
proba'jle invasion from abroad, and to 
furnish a respectable expeditionary 
force, if necessary, in the niaintonance 
of our traditional American policy wliieh 
bears the name of President Monroe 

"What lias boon said of tho army may 
be affirmed in even a mora emphatic 
way of tlio navy. I wish to reiterate 
all the reasons which my predecessor 
lias presented In favor of the policy of 
maintaining .t strong, navy as the best 
conservator of our peace \vltii qtiier na- 
tions, and tho best means df securing 
respect for tlic asserfion otf our rights, 
the defence of our''interest.s and the 
exercise of our influeiico 'irV tntornu- 
tlonal matters." 

President Taft further said that one 
of tlie reforms to bo carried out dur- 
tho luGomliig administration Is a change 
of tlic monetary and banking laws, so 
as to secure greater elasticity In the 
forms of currency available for trade, 
and to prevent tho Ilmllatlous of law 
from operating to Increase tlie embar- 
assmerit of a lliianslal panic. Ho also 
favors postal savings ''janks, advocates 
ship subsidies, defends tlie lock canal 
plan for I^anama, has not tho sliglitest 
race prejudice, or feeling, deals witli 
the labor (piestlon, and declares the use 
of Injunctioii.s nece.s.sary. 

The ceremonies at tho capitol esded 
at l:in p. 111., after wlilcli tho senate 
adjourned until 12 o'cioclt tomorrow, 
when It will meet in response to the 
extra session call to conCirm cabinet 
appolntiiieiil!;.

'Yesterday Theodore Roosevelt re- 
tired from the honoralilo and respon- 
sible position of President o£ the 
-.tinlted States. Wo note some of the 
'papers of that country liave been en- 
deavoring to determine his place In 
history, but surely It is nuicU too soon 
to attempt anylliing of that kind. His- 
tory lias a fa.'jhion of Its own In de- 
termining what places she shall give 
■tt> men, and usually hag many sur- 
prises In store. The most that can be 
profitably done at the present time Is 
to consider In what manner V.i: 
Roosevelt has discharged the duties 
•Which have devolved upoji him. We 
tlilnk that even the most hostile cri- 
tics will ha\ e to credit him with great 
courage, jirofound patriotism and 
great resolution. He has grappled 
; i'iVlth inany problems and has dealt 
with them vigorously and with an eye 
solely to the public welfare. His In- 
llUence has on the whole been for the 
elevation of the tone ot national life. 
Like all great men he has his con- 
spicuous weakness, and it seems to be 
a conviction that he Is entitled to 
tipeak with the voice of authority on 
ail subjects from child-bearing to slm- 
lillfied spelling; but if it has been im- 
possible at times to restrain a smilo 
;-;aJ.60in.e *d!^>^hei.n»anlfeatktlons of. his 
' actH^ty,; ft' hiust ■be''io^ that' 'in' 

almost everything lils Influence has 
been thrown In the fight direction. 

His name will be associated with 
three notable things. One of them Is 
the construction of the Panama Canal. 
Until that great work has been _suc- 
cessf ully ' accompllsliea, It woidid" he 
premature to say just what degree of 
fame will In future attach to him on 
that account; but he undoubtedly de- 
serves recognition as one who com- 
mitted the nation to.^this vast under- 
taking. Another iiotable ' Incident is 
the voyage of the United States fleet. 
There Is nothing very remarkable In 
the fact that a battleship has sailed 
around the world, and hence nothing 
especially wonderful in the fact that 
sixteen baltleshlpsi' have done' so; but 
the demonstration of the power of the 
United States and Its place among the 
iiatlons, which that voyage gave, is a 
very ■ . notable thing; and President 
Roosevelt is entitled to the honor at- 
tiaching to its inception. The third. In- 
cident was the Portsmouth conference, 
which ended the Russo-.Tapaneso war. 

:Mr. PvOo.'ieveU has Ki'eatly exalted 
tile ofUce of Presidisnt. We do not 
inean that htr has added to its dignity, 
for no man could add to the dignity of 
a post filled by Washington and Lin- 
coln, but that he has placed the Pre- 
sidential ollice in a more promlnept 
]jiaee in the Reiiubllc tlmn it had be- 
fore occupied. He has shown a disposi- 
tion to concentrate power In the hands 
of the Executive and to curb state sov- 
ereignty. The Constitution of the 
.United States ha.s In his liands been 
proved to be sUsceptiljie of meanings. 
Which would have surprised those who 
framed It. " Whether the precedents, 
which he established l^or the exercise; 
of the presidential power, are for good 
or ill, time alone can dotermlne. 

Mr. Roosevelt's peryonal influence 
lias been wholly admirable. 1-Je has 
given a conspicuous example ot a man 
In a position of ' great dignity and pro- 
'minence maintaining the. domestic vir- 
■•tUCB as the most wortliy crown of a 
strenuous life. His political adversar- 
ies may find themselves unable to 
agree with him as to his public acts, 
but none of them will deny to him the 
most honorable fame that any one can 
asic, namely that of a good man, a 
Koud citizen, a good husband and a 
good father. 

. May lie long live to enjoy the hon- 
o.rs. that' are rightfully his. 

^r'THE HUMAN SIDE OF EMPIRE. 

V;,*- Much;l8-sald of Empire nowadays. 
^ It is a srti'ocir " Inspiring theme. But 
Empire consists of more than sciuare 
miles of land spread across continents; 
of more than boundless resources in 
• wealth of soil, mine and forest. "When 
'tfie' Cori'gfess'bf the United States sets 
about the creation of a new common- 
wealth it does not say that liu area 
bounded by such and such lines is 
erected into a state, but that the peo- 
ple residing within the described area 
are created a state. The fundamental 
idea of till United States Cof.stltv.tlon 
Is that the people constitute the state. 
It is loot sight of- Very often, -but It is 
a sound principle arid' one Well worth 
mentionlnaf from time to . time. These 
observations have been suggested by 
reading in the Toronto Star :i refer- 
ence to an observation made by Vis- 
count Milner, when .'iddrcs.'fiiig tlio 
Women's Canadian Club of Montreal. 
Ho said that ultimately national great- 
ness and power depend upon the wel- 
fare of the masses olT the pcoplet-upon 



physical Iiealth, upon fresh air, spaee, 
cleanlincs;?, pood food, good houses, 
upon trained Intelligence, quickness of 
hand and eye. Industrial skill. There 
Is a certain class of public leaders 
who refuse to think of these things, 
and tell us tliat what we need first of 
all is a lleet and an army, atid that 
evorythlng else can \valt until these 
are provided. Far-, be It^from us to 
suggest that ad'eqiiato 'moans of de- 
fence are not necessary to the main- 
tenance of an Kmpire, but we do say 
that it. is. of .even. greater importance 
to provide those things to , which Lord 
Milner referred; ., . ■ 

The inventive genius of mankind 
during the last century has radically 
altered the conditions of lite in all the 
nations of Christendom. It has multl- 
pllod appliances- used In the dally 
affairs of mankind, thereby creating 
new necessities. This has led to the 
multiplication of industrial establish- 
ments, the, rapid growth of cities, the 
resulting congestion of population and 
the evolution of a typo of men and 
women, which is steadily being pressed. 
Into lower depths of degradation. It is 
quite true that Ute general standard 
of living is tar higher now than It 
used to be, even within the memory 
of many poraons; but unhappily it is 
also true that there is a social deiitii 
in wlilch la found a degree of liopeluss 
poverty, tainted throughout with gross 
Immorality and criminal instinct, sucli 
as the people of two or more genera- 
tions ago could hardly have conceived 
of. There are thousands oi" people al- 
most absolutely lost in the wilderness 
of our great cities. 

The Asqulth ministry Is making a 
laudable effort to understand and solve 
the problems arising from such con- 
ditions In the United Kingdom. It 
cannot be said that much progress has 
been made towards a solution; ]>er- 
haps we ought to be satisfied if some 
progress has been made towards an 
appreciation of tb.o nooossity of a so- 
lution. It may seem revolutionary to 
write It, but we believe it is true that 
the accumulated wealth of the state 
Is not bearing Its due proportion of 
the burdens of the state. We know 
that to say this in Knglaiui would 
cause_ an outcry, where the suggestion 
of a small Ihcrease In this inoomji^tax 
or ia proposal to tax land values meets 
with' a storm of Indignant protest. But 
the wealthier classes may as well 
make up their minds now as later that 
there are only two alternatives open 
to them. One Is the willing assump- 
tion of the burden necessary to enable 
the state to cope with the social evils, 
which arc sapping the vitals of the 
body politic, and the other Is to pay 
at no very distant day unwillingly the 
prtce of yeaw of /neglect. TN^ Rf^at-r 
est source, of weakness •'to th6 '"Brltisi) 
Empire torfay is not that its fleet is 
not strong enough, not that its army 
Is not as eCflclent as It might be. In 
times past Britain lius held her own 
against greater odds than she Is likely 
to be confronted with today. Her 
great source of weakness Is In the 
poverty and wretchedness, which year 
by year, take hold of an increasing 
number of her people. The phase of 
£lmplre, -which calls most urgently, for 
consideration Just now. Is the human 
side of .It. 



THE 



CONSERVATION 
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Xo one expected that the Conference 
recently held at Washington on the 
Invitation of President Roosevelt, to 
consider the conservation ot natural 
resources would' be anything more than 
educative in its character. It could 
not ])os.sibly be legislative, and it wn.s 
summonoU on coo short notice to make 
it feasible to i-each any fixed plan of 
International action. One of its chief 
elements of value consists in the fact 
that it waa held. The simple fact that 
the President of the United States 
tlioii^lit such a conference necessary 
and tliat tlii; governments of Canada 
and Mexico agreed with lilm, is of It- 
self a demonstration to every one that 
a policy of conservation Is needed. In 
speaking of forest fires the other day. 
Premier McBride, in the course of a 
conversation, said It was extremely 
gratifying to be able to state that there 
seemed to be among the people ot the 
province generally a much stronger 
appreciation of the necessity of pro- 
tecting the timber from destruction 
than there was a short time ago, and 
that prospectors and others are much 
more careful than tliey used to be 
about setting liros. He attributed this, 
and we have no doubt he was correct 
in so doing, to the campaign of educa- 
tion, which the press of the province 
has maintained for several years past. 
The educative influence of the recent 
Conference at Washington can hardly 
fall to 'be -very valuable. The people 
of North America have been exceed- 
ingly prodigal of the wealth which na- 
ture placed within their reach. It has 
been scpiandered as though It were In- 
exhaustible. Tlic ^Vaahlngton Confer- 
ence will bring homo to every one's 
mind that the possibility of exhaustion 
is far from being remote, anjfl that the 
future -ivelfare of the 'nations depends 
upon the exorcise of a wise policy of 
conservation. . ■ ' 

Among the Bu.bjoots idlsoussed at the 
Conference was the necessity of pre- 
serving the purity of the lakes and 
rivers. It was the ojiinlon of these 
present that not only Is the health of 
men and animals endangered by tUo 
pollution of the soaroes of water sup- 
pl.v. but that a great deal of fertilizing 
cl':'n-ient is lost, whieli really ought to 
bo presorved if the deterioration of the 
soil Is to be arrested. ''Xcgislatlon to 
tills enA was recommended, and It 
certainly seem.s tliat a policy which 
will provide .sanitary and at the same 
time incM-ea.se the lertllity of the soli 
needs only to be stated to securu uni- 
versal adoption. 



In regard to the forests the Confer 
ence recommended: 

Legislation for the prevention of

servatlb}i; ■' ' ' ^ ' ' -' 

The conservation of forests around 
the head waters of rivers; 

Tlie reforestation of lands that ha-ve 
been denuded,of;-tlin-b'or;' ,%,' -.' . 

Stringent reguiatlons to prevent the 
wasteful cutting of timber. 

The Conference also dealt with tlie 
conservation of water and water po\v- 
ers. It declared that, the: primary, use 
ot water is for domestic and municipal 
purposes, and that those Interests 
should be regarded as paramount to 
all others. It declared for the im- 
provement of inland waterv^ays for 
transportation purposes. The follow- 
ing resolution adopted by the Conforr. 
ence is of special Interest just now Jn 
this province: 

No rights to the use of water pow- 
ers In streams should hereafter be 
granted in perpetuitj'. Each grapt 
should be conditioned upon prompt de- 
velopment, continued beneficial use, 
and the payment of proper compensa- 
tion to the public for the rights en- 
Joyed; and should be for a definite 
pe'rlod only. Such period should be no 
longer tliau i.s reijuired for reasonable 
safety ot investment. The public au- 
tliority should retain tlie right to re- 
adjust at stated iierloda the comiiensa- 
tlon to the public and to regulate the 
rates cliarged, to tht,- end that undue 
profit or extol ..cjii may be prevented. 

Where the construction of works to 
utilize water has been autliorlzcd by 
public authority and such utilization 
Is necessary for the phbllc welfare, 
provision should be made for the ex- 
propriation ot any pi-lvately owned 
land and -water rights required for 
such construction. - , 

The proper distribution of tlie cul- 
tivable land among the people, and 
consequently the subdivision of ex- 
tensive holdings, the control of non- 
Irrlgable lands, the restriction ot wasto 
and the prevention of monopolies and 
speculative holdings of mineral de- 
posits, the use ot water p^vver Instead 
of coal when practicable focmed, the 
subjects of rctiolution.?, and' also did 
game protec'clon and the prevention ot 
accident? In mines. The Conference 
recomiiionded the formation of a per- 
manent commission to Inaugurate and 
develop a policy of <;o.nserv4tlon, ,ln 
which It was - suggested Itliat' all na- 
tbhs should t'be' represented, * :

)ii-cfer<!nce to l^'ort Cliureliill. It is 
further south than the latter, but the 
general impression has been that the 
harbor was not as good. The adoption 
of Port ..Nelson, as the terminal would 
shorten the railway considerably.

It 
sufilclont money is not paid In to war- 
rant tho payment of the minimum an- 
nuity, or It the person making tiio 
payments dies or becomes, unable to 
continue payment, .the money deposit- 
ed may be drawn out with 3 per cent, 
simple interest. ■ .Men, women and 
children may take advantage of this 
plan.

According to an explanation made in 
the Imperial (.'ommons by Mr. ilc- 
Kenna, the lirst lord of the Admiralty, 
It is customary to retire flag oflicers 
and'captalns aftef six months service 
on colonial or other appointments, and 
Admiral KIngsmlll wa.s iiware of this.

■( But it Is hardly surprising that the 

\' Cphyentlbn should have given rise to 
iuigryi words and. uproarious cort'duct 
on the part ot the mehibers.'The meet- 
ing;, seems to .hove been really the 
Hcenct-of .a. strugerle for supremacy be- 
tween- the Irish' Farltamentary party 
arid lis critics, and' It was the sense 
of this ;con£Uot that gave point to the 
various motions and amendments and 
that embittered the discussions. For 
some time past there have been signs 
that the so-called Nationalists have 
.been losing their hold over the people. 

■iThe very fact that Mr. Redmond and 
his colleagues thought it advisable to 
summon this Convention •was an in- 
dication that they felt uncertain of 
their position. The scenes witnessed 
formed a strange ccmmentary on the 
.messages of congratulation from 
abroad, and on Mr. Redmond's state- 
ment at tlie opening of tlie convention 
that Ireland's; cai)aclty for self-cjuv- 
ernment would be Judged liy tlio con- 
duct of that a.SHemljly.

The people 
of all large cities ilearly love a royal 
show, and the gatlierlng of the crowds 
must In part no doubt be attributed to 
this reason. It Is clear, however, from 
the articles in the Gorman Press that 
the person of tlio Britlsli Sovereign ex- 
cites a lively curiosity among the peo- 
ple of Berlin. It is true, liowevcr, 
that King Edward haa jilaycd a real 
jiart in the continuous foreign jjollcy 
of his succca.'ilve minlHlers, and wiien 
Jic pays State visits abroad ho Is In 
any case the representative of his 
people. "We do r ot doubt that his Ma- 
■jcsty's tact nnd )re;-;!allty will make the 
same Impre.'ision in J3crlin as else- 
where. And nu'wnwlille we may refer 
with grateful recognition to the ad- 
mirable taste and temper of the Chief 
Burgomaster's address of welcome. 
AVe may assure Ilerr Klrschner, as the 
Lord Mayor of London lias happily 
intimated liy hla telegram, tliat In this 
city also the thoughts of good cltlzeiiH 
turn towards "the many common In- 
terests which subsist between -the two 
nations," and that they, too, pray that 
the visit of the King to Berlin may be 
"rich in blessing to the two peoples 
and to the whole of humanity." 



VANCOUVER ISLAND AND 
RAILWAY DEVELOPMENT

It has -been pointed out to me that 
If the Knight Inlet route were adopted 
by a railway company. It would per- 
haps be found advantageous to con- 
tinue the lino along the shore of the 
Inlet further than Glendalo Cove, as 
.hjis been hereinbefore -suggested, 
crossing the narrow and shallow chan- 
nel separating Chatham Island from 
the Mainland and the canoe cliannel 
between that Island and Cracroft Is- 
land;, making, tlie. terminus on Baronet 
Passage,' whence "a iferry c'oiild run to 
Beaver Cove, a distance of Ave miles. 
This Is . the furthest' -point north on 
tho Island to which ^it is suggested 
that a ferry could" be ' advantageously 
run. It l.s not far south oC tho mouth 
of tho Nimpklsh river, from the mouth 
of which a feasible route tor a rail- 
way can be found lo Hardy Bay and 
Quatsino to' the north to use the col- 
loquial expression, although the direc- 
tion Is not very much north of west, 
and southward to Nootka, Nanaimo 
and Albcrni. T find tills note on my 
chart of Cracroft Island: "About 20,- 
000 acres of good farming land." 
Resources of the Island 

Before passing on to tho considera- 
tion of the arguments in favor of tho 
railway development of Vancouver Is- 
land, it seems desirable to consider in 
some detail its resources, its capabili- 
ties as a home. lor, settlers .and. for the 
development of industries and tho 
creation of traffic for railways. Rail- 
way.: connection with the Island may 
cOmd about owing to tho exigencies of 
the growth of west-bound traliic from 
the Interior of Canadit; nnt ii it can 
be shown that local business of mag- 
nitude can be built up here, the de- 
sired connection will come about more 
qulclvly than otherwise. It seems im- 
portant tliat we should place ourselves 
In a position to sliow to the transcon- 
tlncnta! railway companies that the 
agitation for Mainland connection is 
not inspired . only by .-a desire of the 
people of the Mand to bring to their 
ports traffic . which would otherwise 
come no further than Mainland ports, 
but by the conviction that the Island 
is of vast importance from tho trailic- 
prodiicing point of view. I believe it 
is so mueli so that. If tho mattar would 
be thoroughly understood. It would no 
longer be necessary for us to seek to 
persuade the railways to come here, 
but that there would bo competition 
between them to be the first to take 
advantage of the available opportuni- 
ties for creating traffic. In what I am 
about to say thpre may not bo much 
that is new, ; but 'I, am not aware that 
It has.ever been'put together, in a form 
available for convenient reference. 

Vancouver Island has, as already 
stated, an estimated area of 15,000 
square miles. Nothing conveys a bet- 
ter Idea of magnitude than compari- 
son with other countries, so a few 
are appended. 

The Island Is substantially of the 
same area as the Province of Nova 
Scotia, exclusive of Capo Breton. 

It is substantially of the same area 
as Switzerland. 

It is twice as large as Wales. 

It is as large as Denmark. 

It is 25 per cent-latger than Hol- 
land. " M;;:C=^:r:: >->-. 

It is 30 per cent.-: larger than Bel- 

euim- •■. 

It is 60 per "cent, larger than either 
New Hampshire or Vermont. 

It is nearly twice as. large as Mas- 
sachusetts, and largerfj than.'Maasai-' 
chussotts, Connedticut land' RhOde >^Is- 
land combined. 

It is only a little smaller than "New 
Jersey, Delaware, anavM4(,ry.land com- [ 
blnod. " ' . 'V . .' 

It- is nearly .half -as'large as. the Ok-i 
lahama, nearly- rhftlf- -as; large as- In- 
diana, and.one-fourth' as large, as tho 
nelghborlng-.-stslte 'of' "Washington. 

From ,'V4citorItif to pape '-Sc^tj: ,16 ;as 
far a8.frOm'v;Montreal to^.Tdrdrttb!; -as 
far as from, Montreal to the - ipou,th of 
the 'Sagiienay river;- ■ as • itai;' -as from:

In acres the Island is. not much un- 
der 10,000,000 including the adjacent 
smaller islands, which may properly 
be taken into account In this connec- 
tion. 

Here let me correct a very common' 
error. It is often said that the E. & 
N. Railway owns nearly one-half the 
Island. 'This is , an error-' and a very 
serious one,' because It- has led many 
people to suppose ,that.'.the develop- 
ment of the Island means "chiefly f the- 
development of the lands of 'a' jjrlvaf e 
corporation. The E. & N. grant orig- 
inally contained approximately 2,000,- 
000. Of this a considerable part has 
been alienated, sit Is doubtful if more 
than one-slxth..o£;<t)iei.::,.^nttre'.arpa pf 
th^^ Island Is the property of that com- 
pany.^ 

The r^bove comparisons are full of 
significance. The people of 'British 
Columbia have grown so acoustomod 
to great areas, and the people of Can- 
ada have thought in terms on conti- 
nental dimensions - so long that they 
have overlooked this compact, yet ex- 
tensive, treasure hpuse lying off the 
coast. I have given the several com- 
parisons as above for the purpose of 
concentrating attention upon tho real- 
ly great worli which the Vancouver 
Island Development League has un- 
dertaken. 

I will continue tlio comparison a lit- 
tle furtlier so as to show the relative 
nrifjnitude of tlie Island in comparison 
witli ci'Ttahi parts of tlie Mainland. 

JileaHurlng in a straiglu line it is as 
far from Victoria to Cape .Seolt as 
from VancouV(!r to Rossland or as 
from V.'Uicouver to Revelatoke. It is 
only . about , one-tsbcth less than tho 
distance 'between, '■JCellow" Head Pass 
and the International Boundary. At 
its greatest width tlic Island Is as 
wide as from Slcamous to Pentlcton, 
or from Vancouver lo Chilllwack. 
Those facts show that simply from 
the territorial point of view Vancouver 
Island is worthy of tho best consider- 
ation that can bo given It by those 
upo:i whom rests the .responsibility 
of promoting the development \of ' the 
country. 

I do not think It any exaggoration 
to claim tliiit in point of existing 
sources of uncxploited wealth, Van- 
couver Island is unsurpassed by any 
corresponding area anywhere on tho 
globe and is equalled by very few. If 
any. Its wealth -Is present, awaiting 
utilisation.- ;Some of :It, that: .1^ such 
as is hidden In the rocks. Is the pro- 
duct of ages of geological action. 
That wlilch encumbers the soil Is the 
product of centuries of growth. The 
vast products of the forces of nature 
stand ready to hand. Tho world wants 
tiiom. It seems to 'be our duty to pro- 
vide ways and means of supplying tho 
world with them.

MEDICAL BILL IS 
' • BEFflRE CDMiTTEE 

All But Two Sectionssoftleas- 
ure AdoiJted^ Mfe^ 
Vday^^ Sitting 



The Medical 'bill was fairly well doc- 
tored up in committee at yesterday 
ticternoon's sitting of the Legislature. 
Only two clauses,- those referring to 
tho definition of the practice of medi- 
cine, were held over. However, these 
clauses are two that liavc been tlie 
auljject of many protests, and in sug- 
gesting that they be held over Attor- 
ney-General Bowser explained that It 
would bo well to weigh the matter 
very carefully before allowing the bill 
to gs througii finally. 

The clause prohibiting companies 
from practising medicine -was struck 
out altogether, and that placing pri- 
vate hospitals under llio jurisdiction 
of tlio Medical Council was remodelled 
so as to liring tlieso institutions under 
tile Lieu tenant-Governor- in -Council. 

-Mr. Bowser Introduced a bill iclatlr.is 
to the City of Victoria, being chapter 
4G of the statutes of 1907.

Thp Price of. Coal 

Dr. McQulrb (Vancouver) opened 
tlie debate on Mr. Oliver's resolution 
for. tho appointment of a Royal com- 
mission to loojc Into the price of coal 
in the province. <. 

Prefacing his remarks by the state- 
ment that he, unlike Mr. Oliver, was 
not "a Vesuvius of gaib, capable of 
eruption on the slightest provocation," 
Dr. McGuiro said tliat throughout Brit- 
ish Columbia there was a woll-dolined 
'/eollng that we pay too much for coal. 
Tlie cost of production was from $1.15 
to $2.75 per ton, and there was clieaji 
water transportation to all tlie large 
centres of population, yet itlie con- 
sumer was asiied to pay $7.50 per 
short ton for his coal. It was a fair 
conclusion thai something was wrong 
somewhere. Tiic retailer was not to 
be blamed entirely, but somebody was 
to blame, and -corporations were liable 
to exact the last po.ssiblo farthing 
from tho community. It behooved tho 
legislature to llnd a remedy. 

Again, practically one-half of the 
coal mined In tho pfovinco was ex- 
ported outside the province, and . in 
many, Instances sold at a lower price 
'than In British Columbia. Tho ques- 
tion 'nras not one that -came properly 
■within the-' domain -of. ..the ■ proyln'ce. 
The department of trade and com- 
merce at Ottawa had Investigated sim- 
ilar matters in the past, such as the 
lumber question in tho northwest, the 
beef combine, and 'the price of coal 
in Toronto a few years ago. He sug- 
gested that tli'2 ma'.tcr 'le sent u\> ]>y 
resolution to the Governor-General 
praying that the Dominion govornmont 
look into tlie wiiole question. Dr. Mc- 
Gwire moved an amendment ..to this 
effect. ■ ■ '.. • 

Mr. Oliver (Delta) moyed' adWurn-i 
ment of tho debate/ -. > ' 31; ;. 
. ■ ■ 3iftt^-;;^lnjbet,cyal^ ;V. ; 

Mr. Oliver mov-ed a resolution to the 
clfeot>thatr>a'select--icoinmitteo of live 
•m^«H^rar.ot''iho fiBusei," ridm'ely, ilessrs. 
GTardehi' •■•Grant, Rosh/ Henderson and 
tho mover, be appointed to inquire 
into Iho- truth, or otherwise, of the al- 
ligations sot out In the- petition of 
John McLarty, presented to thL-1'ioUi.'o 
oh the 17th day of February last, with 
power to call for persona, papers, let- 
ters, telegrams and documents, and 
to exainlno witnesses ■ on . oath, and 
such committee .to report their find- 
ings and recommendations and the 
evidence to the house.- 

.Mr. Oliver said that the petitioner 
had declared that ho waa unable to 
get justice in the department of lands 
and works, and when- he attempted to 
iippeal, tho attorney-general had set 
tiie sum as security for costs too high. 
Tiie caso was one, he said, which the 
petitioner' had staked timber claims, 
which ho declared .'ho "had- -properly 
staked- and advertised. The claims 
were .handed over, byj the department 
to other, parties, .who, ...the .petitioner 
stated,'- had 'not'cbmpllea 'with' the law 
regarding "stakrng"^*and"adverllsing. 

Mr. w-Bbwse'd nioved adjournment of 
the debate. 

The 'hill to amend the Coal Minos 
Regulation Act (.Mr. Hawthorn th- 
•walto) -was road ' a third timo and 
.passed. Thl? measure provides for 
the use of safety clutches in,sha:fts. 

The house went "into" committee of 
the whole .on thfe Medical bill (Dr. 
King). 

Medical Bill 
Several amendments were added to 
the clauses regnrdin.g tlic erasing of 
names from tho register of th(- college 
■for "infamous and unprofessional con- 
duct," tho amendments being aimed 
to limiting the discretionary powers 
of the council. , These amendments 
wore: 

"The Council shall cause, where the 
iiniuiry is called for by written state- 
lueiit, to lie liled with tiio Provincial 
.Secretary tlii^ synopsis of all iirtu'oed- 
Ings, inc-liidlng minufe--) of evidence 
liad or taken by or Ijefori- the council 
111 coiiiicctloii witli any application 
.-igainst a registered medical pra<'tl- 
tioiier for liifanious or unprofessional 
conduct. 

"Such cop^ of aueli minutes sliali 
be filed witl'iln tiiirty daya after tiie 
dett rminatioii of tlie Council tliereoii. 

"Provided tiiat tlie n:imo. of a jier- 
soii aliaii not be eraaed under this or 
tl:e iireccdliig section on account of a 
conviction fur a political offence nor 
on account of a conviction for an of- 
fence, which, though within the pro- 
visions of the last preceding -clause, 
ought not. In the opinion of tho coun- 
cil, elth^^r .from the trivial nature of 
the offence or from. the-.olrcumHtances 
under which' it, was, committed, to dia- 
iiuallfy a person practicing under this 
Act." ■' .. a ,.■., .. 

Mr. Hawthornthwalte ' (Nanaimo) 
moved an amendment to the effect 
that It shall be deemed unprofessional 
conduct for any physician to have an 
interest in any drug store 01^ .associa- 
tion for tho sale of drugs, or to have 
the name of any. such ilrna-oh hls pre- 
scriptions. 

He, said that the temptation waS 
open to physicians to iirescrlbo fbo 
many drugs, and that this amendment 
would remove the temiitutlon. On the 
representations of Dr. King (Cran- 
brook) that this would work a hard- 
ship on iihyslelans who had been 
practising for a long time, Mr. Haw- 
tliornthwalte withdrew tlio first part 
of ills amendment, leaving tho part 
dealing ivltli the names of drug-Stores 
on physicians' prescriptions. 

On motion of Mr. Bowser t-wo weeks' 
notice to the -defendant. Instead of one 
week, was provided }n tho caso of an 
Inquiry into charges brought against a 
person registered under tho Act.

Provision for Nurses 

Ajiicndincnta Introduced by Mr. Jar- 
dine (Eaciuimalt) dealing with a ma- 
ternity ooi'ncil, were withdrawn at the 
request of Hon. Dr. Young. They wero 
aa follows!.. 

Any female nurse -wlio has served 
four years In any hospital, recopnlzed 
:ia audi hy the governor In council, and 
lias served one year as head nurse or 
assistant nurse In any maternity hos- 
pital, may jietltioii tiie governor in 
council that It Is her desire to appear 
before the JIatcrnlty council for ex- 
amination In any subjects which tlio 
examining board may choose. 

"The liny and date of cxamlnaiton 
Id be published In tho British Colum- 
bia Ga-/;etlo and In the district where 
the examination Is to bo held, two 
weeks previous to the date of the ex- 
amination. 

"The governor in council shall ap- 
point a council'for the examinc^tion ol! 
maternity students, which Shall -.consist 
«if two head female nurses froni a re- 
cognized hospital or maternity homo 
and ono medical practitioner. Wliero 
the council Is not unanimous, a two- 
thirds majority will decide hnally in 
subject-matter In which tho student 
may have been exninlncd upon. Tho 
fitudont having passed to tho satisfac- 
tion of tlie cxumlnlng board, shall 
forthwith obtain a certificate to prac- 
tise mid-wlfery." 

"The governor In council .shall es- 
tablish, fitock and 0(iulp public dis- 
pensaries in chai-ge of a certificated 
driigglat for the .sale by prescription." 

Dr. Young snUl that there was no 
.iuch board In 13. C. and tho motion 
■was out of order as involving tho ex- 
penditure of public money, 

Sections 60 arid 61, defining the 
practise of medicine within the mean- 
ing of the Act, were held" over on mo- 
tion of Mr. Bowser. 

Dr. King moved an amendment 
.itriking out "provided that such aid 
Is not given for gain or hire," from the 
(leclloii jirovldlng that private jjeraons 
may give necessarj^ medlcc^l^ or surgl-- 
eal aid in times of ut-gent nefed. ' This 
■\vas adopted. 

The section iirovlding that no jiliysl- 
clan shall bo entitled to recover an.v 
charge in any court of liiw for medical 
or surgical advice, etc., unle.s-s he bo 
registered under the Act, and compiled 
■with other provisions, was amended by 
striking out tho words "and has a cer*. 
tU'icate or certllicates tor the years 
during -(vhlch such services wore ren- 
dered," and- further amended by- pro- 
viding that '^he,i., could recover . such 
charges if ho was registered under tho 
Act at tho time they wore Incurred. 
Companies IVlay Praotioo 
Tho section forbidding companies to 
practice medicine was struck out. 
■ It was further provided that tho 
lieutenant-governor in council, under 
the Medical council, shall .issue per- 
mits to privktff -Ijcispltals. *"■ c; •-'■:>; 

Mr. Bowsar'amended the section that 
provides .for -tho handing over to sur- 
gepnslof bodies .of persona found dead, 
or destitutes; by making this matter 
allowable but not Imperative. 

Mr. Williams (Nowcastlo) had a 
protest to make here against deliver- 
ing up such bodies to the tender mer- 
cies of "amateur sawl)oncs," but ho 
was over-ruled. 

Mr. Williams wanted to know what 
disposition would bo made of tho 
bodies after the surgeons had finished 
with them. Plon. Dr. "i'oung said that 
the subject wa-s a gruesome ono, and 
said that ample provision had been 
made for this. - He said It had been 
found necessary to adopt this system 
of getting anatomy subjects, to do 



away with the scandal that aros.i bo- 
fore, tlu-ough the dlillculty o£ gettlne; 
these bodies. 

Mr. Jardlno (Esauimalt) shuddered 
from the Idea that because a poor 
man's body was found In the gutter, 
he was considered a subject for the 
dissecting table simply because lie had 
no friends. 

Mr, Mclnnls (Grand Forks) suggcet- 
od that the bodies oC capitalists bo 
taken as subjects for dissection. Ho 
said this class served no good purpose 
when alive, and might well .too. turned 
to account -wftoefliaeadr -7^' - = ■ i ,r 

•The confniltteo ^Kd&pted the ( 6titlre 
bill with the'oxception of the two sec- 
tions , depending on tho definition of 
the practice of medicine. 

The report on the bill to amend the 
Land Registry Act- (the attorney-gen- 
eral), was adopted; and the bill was 
read the . third time, and passed. -i 
Farmers^ Institufe^ Aet--- '. 

The House went. Into cbntmlttec on 
Mr. 'Tatlow's bJJl to. amend tho Farm- 
.ors' inatltutoi and.' Co-^bperatlon Act. 

Mr. Tatlo'vv Introduced an amend- 
ment to the effect that no ehareholder 
in a farmers' co-operative association 
should be allowed to vote on more than 
one-fiftieth of the entire shares. 

Mr. McPhililps (The, Islands) moved 
a further amendment, giving' one' man 
one vote only. 

A debate arose over this tuid Mr. 
Tatlow proposed that tho 'bill be re- 
ported and the amendment considered 
In the rejiort stage. 

On motion of Mr. Hawthornthwalte 
(Nanaimo) the committee rose and re- 
ported progress. * 

The bill to amend the Bush Fires 
Act (chief commissioner of lands) 
passed through the committee stage. 
' The Hquse ■went into-^cprn'mlttee on 
the bill to authorize' the lieutenant- 
governor In council to grant to tho city 
of Victoria lot 921 In said city, used 
as the site of the Kingston street firo 
hall. The bill was reported without 
amendments. 

The House v/cnt into committee on 
the supply bill, which wa^s taken as 
read, and reported. 

The bill respecting the official map 
of Aibornl tow-nslte (clilof commln- 
sloner of lands) was given second read- 
ing. 

Mr. Mncgowan (Vancouver) pre- 
.scntu.l a petition asking for the In- 
eorijoratlon of the Roman Catholic 
diocese of Vancouver. 

Mr. Macgowan introduced a resolu- 
tion asking for the suspension of the 
rules of .the House so that the bill 
might be dealt with In all Its dtages, 
•without the Intervention of the private 
bills committee, the special exigencies 
of the case permitting this. The bill 
was introduced and read- the first time.

Tho recavit mectlnpr of the • fruit 
growers of tho province appears to 
have already borne Irult In the way of 
action by tho ffovernmont. Ono of the 
chief requests made was for the grant- 
ing of government aid to-cold storage 
warehouses for fruit, on the same, 
principle, as. aid .Is extended tQ . cream-; 
cries. Suchr aid is exiehded by the 
Fruit Depots . iA-ot, , lri.tr6(luced yester- 
day by tlie minister of' agriculture. ' 

Tho net gives power to the provin- 
cial b'jard of horticulture to Uconso 
Kucli waroliouaca upon conditions, 
whereupon tho licensee Is cilglblo to 
receive a loan not exceeding tlireo 
fifths of the value of tho property or 
moro than $3,000 In any case. Tho ag 
gregate of such loans Is placed at 
?2!-),000. 

Clause 2 of the act ))rovidcs for the 
granting of such a Ucenac to any body 
corporate or association legally insti- 
tuted, to "establish, niaUUaln, and 
operate a fruit depot eciuijiped with 
appliances and means for tho storing 
ana cooling ol fruits and jireparlng 
fruits for shipment and market." 

Ai)pllcatlon for tho license must bo 
accompanied by proper plans and spe- 
rjlflcatlona, Including inforniatlo.i as 
to tho number of orchards tributary 
to the proposed depot a!id the avail- 
able moans of transportation. 

Clause 3 provides that "such Ilconso 
Bhall be subject to tho condition that 
tho faciUtiea of such depot shall, v.ith- 
OUt any dlaorlmlnatlon and at uniform 
rates and charges, bo open to the use 
Of all members of any corporation .so 
licensed, and that. all rates and charge.-, 
levied, made, taken and collected by 
the licensee. In and about and any- 
wlso in connection with tlie depot, 
shall at all_ times be subject to the 
control and regulation of tho provin- 
cial board of horticulture." 

The license Is liable to eancellatlori 
for breach of the act or the regulations 
of tho 'board, In which case the money 
loaned becomes immediately due and 
payable. Tho Interest charged: Is 5 
per cent, and Is secured by first mort- 
gage on the, depot and lands connected 
therewith.

They at- 
tend acliool with other children and no 
distinctive coatumo makes them a 
mark foi- tlie .sneers or" tUO ridicule of 
v.'lcked schoolmates. ■ ?. 

Tho testimony, not only of tho ma- 
tron, but Of the teachers of the various 
cla8.^es attended by them proves that 
the boys and girls are worthy of the 
klndnoaa sliown them. Yet thouRli 
everythlnji possible is done to malio 
tlio life at tho inRtltiitloii natural and 
happy, tlie matron and the miuiajri'-

The government of Canada Is spar- 
ing no pains to make the Old -Xge 
Annuities scheme known to the people 
ot the country. In an ago of specula- 
tion and where opportunities for prof- 
itable Investment are many, the ad- 
vantages of a scheme which provides 
but sparingly for the needs ot old ago 
may not appear very alluring, espec- 
ially to the young. The., annuities 
range from 550 fo $600. a. year and 
represent the ' sums deposited with 
compound interest !it 3 per cent. Yet 
for the earner whose duty to his or 
her family makes It impossible to part 
with large sums the certainty that 
when old age comes there will come 
with It provision for an Independence, 
liowever liumble, Is not to be despised. 
Tliat tills can be secured by deposit- 
ing such small sums as would In 
most homes be spent carelessly will 
Induce any thoughtful person to look 
Into the scheme. 

The young man or woman Is wise 
who, whatever plans .are italten to 
make money, sees that enough' is laid 
aside to prevent the possibility ot de- 
pendence or ■ distress when working 
days are over.

• There has bean much said in east- 
ern Canada about the operations of 
usurers and the law has stepped in to 
protect raah and needy borrowers 
frorr, the conse(iuenceH of their own 
act.s. No one can be forced by law to 
pay an exhorbltant rate of Interest. 

The Toronto Globe expresses the 
opinion that it is equally necessary to 
protect the public from the dealers 
who sell goods on the instalment plan. 
The editor does npt think it is just 
that in default of payment of an in- ! 
stulment tho purchaser should lose all 
tho money alrfeady paid down and in 
many cases an article worth some part . 
ot tho purchase money. He says that 
in many cases the agreoinont Is not 
understood by the purchaser. The 
agent Is so iJeiit 011 leaving the nev,- : 
.stove or sewing machine or piano tluit , 
little or no time Is given for consider- | 
ation of tho terms ot the liargaln. In ' 
some cases the seizure ot the article 
which the buyer looked upon as his 
own has caused great distress. 

There Is no doubt too much reason I 
to fear tiiat sometimes unprinciiiled 
dealers make a profit by the misfor- j 
tunes of rash and improvident huyc>rs. i 
But In a country wlv re education is ' 
general, xftun and women sliould fe,?l 
that they cannot easily i....uUi the con- 
soQuencea of tholr own .nets, however 
foollsli. Everyone wlio makes a i)ur- 
cliaso should see to It that they iin- 
derst.-md exactly the ti'rnis of the bar- 
g;iln. If this werii always done the 
agents who tlirive nn tho igiioranci^ 
111- tlio credulity of tlu- ijooiilo woulil 
ha\-e to seek soino other sour<'i> of 
livelihood, while honest men would bt^ 
ensured against loss at the bands of 
those whoso anxiety to possess articles 
for which thoy could not afford to i)ay 
was stronger than tholr prudence. At 
tho same time -the system by whicli 
the vendor can recover tho articli* 
sold and iceop any considerable part 
of its value Is one that miglit well be 
made tho subject ot a rigid enquiry.

VALUE OF LIGHT 

Dr. Salesby, , in his latest work on 
hygiene, insists on tlie value of light. 
There arc many housekeepers wlio will 
be loth to follow Ws advice. As the 
years go on even pieces of furniture 
awaken old memories dear to all. Yet 
we aro learning to put sentiment on 
one side wliin ;l't-,, interferes with 
health. Wi' are all; says Dr. Salesby, 
children of light, and none of our ar- 
tificial substitutes can replace day- 
light for general purposes, tliough 
thoy may do sn for iiurposes of vision. 
Low fcnr.i, of n'fc inimical to our life, 
such as variou.s forms of bact<'ria, are 
killed by direct sunlight, and it is tho 
first, best, and safest ot stimulants 
and tonics, when stimulation is de- 
sirable. Ex-perlnients have shown 
that wlioii tile i.yos ot dog.s are ban- 
daged thoy absorbed H! per cent, less 
oxygen than when the llglit w.is al- 
lowed access to them. Not only does 
tho absorption of light, by the skin as 
well as the eyes, make tor the In- 
crease of vital energy, which i^i. In- 
deed, none other than transformed 
.solar energj-. but It also strengthens 
the bodily defences against Injury and 
disease. 

For these reasons, says Dr. Salee- 
by. It Is a lamentable spectacle in 
the houses, not ot tlie poor alone, to 
observe the accumulation of usolesa 
furniture in rooms already dangerous- 
ly small. Kvery piece ot furniture di-' 
rectly reduces the size of a room and 
Its ;iir-eontaliilng capacity. It is al- 
.so a d(.'posltory for dust; and unless 
it has a use. Its jiroper place Is tho 
dust-blii. Klmllarly, hangings and 
curtains, besides iiitorf(a-ing with ven- 
tilation, int(.ifon,! with Illumination. 
The relatively bare and empty room 
of which modern liygieiie ariproves 
looks unfurnished to the eye at first, 
but fortunately eyes aro odueable, and 
liofore ,long wo come to wonder at our 
neighbor's habit of choking themBolvoH 
up with luiiilior, and covering ev.ery 
possible snuroo of liro-giving light and 
air with lianitings. 

By all ivie;ins havi; tho thiclcost— 
so-called "iiliotograiililc" blinds tor 
l)(.drooms, sliiei^ light liilerf»M-(-s with 
sleep, and lot them be wide and long; 
but (jurtam.'i In bedroom esiiocially :uo 
an abomination, whetln-r ovit doors 
or windows. The ti-niloiii\\ to over-' 
fiiniisb is a v.vuy.i-, and involves nialc- 
iiig many wonion slaves to tlioir iise- 
Ic.'is, and worse; than nseless, ]io-ssos- 
sions. There are other ways ot deni- 
otisln,'.liiifi or ,-9iiiiuIallng affluonce, 
and this oni; sliould bo jnit an end to. 
Tlier(! aro many rases wheri! chronic 
bronchitis and aslliina and nasal ca- 
larrh can bo abollslioil by the abrdi- 
llon ot curtains ami hangings, and 
ei'oii earpi-ts, ilio chief tunctions of 
«-liioh ar.. 1,1 .u-r'niniilate noxious du."', 
(KMUlpy SIKIOO Whil'll iiilglit bo occu- 
]iled by air. oxeliidc botii !iir and light, 
and liiteifori! witii the circulation of 
tlio one and absoi-1) much ot tho oilier. 

C)ur foreralhors were worso than we, 
and would look with as great aston- 
ishment on our pre.vent practices as 
many will be Inclined to feel now, 
when tliey see how a hoiise - should 
really b(. furnished. Their foufn^ost. 
beds, with all their apparatus of himg-;: 
irigs and curtains, not to mention 
feather-bedding, aro utterly condemn- 
ed by tho coramonsensQ ot this goncr- 
iition, but we liavo not gone far en- 
ough yet. We have . much to learn' 
from tho Japanese, whose notions of 
hoiiso-furnlshlng may serve as a mo- 
dul to us.a1ike:,'on tiio score ot art and 
on theltfcore of hygiene.. 

Dealing with the question of . light 
a* It' bears on tho treatment: of walls,' 
the'aut'tior says thai; thfti darker the^ 
walls' of ;a room, the (nore intense does 
artificial illumination ' require to be,-. 
flliicie so much light Is absorbed and- 
«o little reflected from tho sides of thc^ 
room.*. The 'UPo;,ofsH)£rht->oolored 'walls 



Is thnrotore to be recommended nn 
the ground of economy alone. It Is 
also to be commended as adding to the 
light of the room Jn daylight— a moat 
important point In smoke-darkened 
cities. Again, in permitting the reduc- 
tion In the Intensity of the artltlclal 
lighting of the room, it reduces the 
strain upon ,the eyes to which so many 
troubles, not only of the eyes, may bo 
traced. 

A light wall-paper soon becomes' 
dirty; therefore the proper covering 
is not paper but a smooth, washable 
point or distemper. If paper must be 
einiiloyed, let It bo patternless. They 
strain tlie e\-e, which can find no spot 
on the wall on wliicii they can rest 
and r<!pose; ■while from the point of 
view of art and tlie (Miucation ot the 
aostlietic taste ot clilldren, these aw- 
ful wall-papers, witn their repeated 
rosins and baskets ot hideous flowers 
are without any -excuse. (,'ream or 
"l>hik ivory," while green is recom- 
mended tor bedrooms, where briliianco 
of light is of le.ss Importance. 

"I take It," says Dr. Saloeby, "that 
the prevailing color of the vegetable 
world has v,e I'-rmlned, In accordance 
with tho general principles of the ac- 
tion of environment, tho particular 1 
oil.iplation between green and tlie | 
animal eye. It Is probably the result j 
of sound observation that' card-ta,bles j 
and bill lard -tables arie covered with 
green cloth; and the reader who will 
paint the walls of his bedroom a pale 
gi-oon and inrnisli It in accordance 
with tiio ijriiiciples I have laid down 
will be surprised to flrtd how exqui- 
site and restful a result can be obtain- 
ed and at how small a cost. If. then, 
after a few weeks, he has occasion to 
sleep In a strange bedroom, he will 
not fall to appreciate his own."

'J'he best features Of the buclsct and 
sftction methods are employed; thus 
both tlic economy and continuity of 
the suction, and tlie hard biting quali- 
ties of the bucket are_ embodied In tho 
I'ruhllng. These Improvements in 
dredges are diie to thb efforts of Herr 
Krulillng himself. The type of dredge 
bearing his name closes the mouth of 
the suction pijio by means of a bucket 
plough. This, when in operation com- 
pels the material being dredged to 
come under the notion of suction, but 
at the same time eliminates unneces- 
sary water from the pump.

'i'lie Pritish ship Celtic Monarch i.ns 
been chartoreu to load general cargo at 
Glasgow and Liverpool for Victoria, 
Vancouver and Puget Sound, and will 
sail about April 1. There was a time 
not many years ago when the an- 
nouncement of a sailing ship on berth 
at these ports for Victoria and Van- 
couver was a monthly occurrence, but 
It la many months now since a wind- 
jammer was placed on berth. Like tlic 
freighting of the salmon pack, once 
done entirely by sniliiig vessels, the 
carriage of general merchandise from 
the United Kingdom is now done for 
tho moat part by stcuincra, by tlio Blue 
Funnel and other liners of the roiind- 
tlie worid service and via the 'i'eluian- 
tapcc railroad and .steamers from 
IMexico. Tho steanio;^ Kt.'emun, la.si of 
tlie Pluo Funnel liners to arii\-e, 
I rouglit cargo for Victoria niul \'an- 
cuuver suflicient to freight' two or 
iiKiru :;ailing ships.

The 
hawser broke and her ^ug left hor in 
a wind which drove her onto tho rocks.

She 
carried'^phdspbate cargo 'for'- Freniantlo 
and on arrival :lt''waB'.found .thaV'tho

While Capt. Fred Hacltett and his 
associates are arranging tbe details of 
their proposed expedition to Cocos Is- 
land . after the buried millions, for 
which BO many vain searches have 
been made another expedition has 
been organized and left San Pedro on 
AVedheaday In the yacht Romoha. 
Capt, Brown, who claimed -when at 
San Francisco, that he had assisted 
Ir- removing the treasures looted from 
Lima and the pirate gold which 
estimated worth over ?30,00t),000 from 
Cocos Island to another south sea isle, 
the Identity of whlcii lie refused to 
state, is already on the way, having 
loft for Sydney from f'an Francisco 
three weeks ago, intending to charter 
a schooner at the New .South Wales 
port for the expedition, Moanwhilo 
Capt. Hackett and others are liusy at 
Vancouver linancing another expedi- 
tion to follow those of the Aurora, 
Blakeley, H. M. S. Iinperlcuse, steam- 
er Veronlquc and other craft. 

The party \vhich left San Pedro to 
;:oarch for the Cocos island treasure 
in tho yacht Romona is headed by 
Jlajor W. A. Desborougli, of Los An- 
geles. Besides Desborough, who lias 
tho chart and description of where the 
treasure ia buried, tho party was irado 
of Capt. Gruen, master of tho yacht; 
Arthur Kraus, of San Francisco; 
Frank Pearson, of Ne-iv York; W. J. 
Bunker, of Los Angclos; OHcar I'er- 
kins, of Winona, Minn.; Louis Jlorrlll, 
of San Diego; E. L, Nickens, A. J. 
Tyrcr, of Los Angeles; George ,Swan- 
son, of .San Diego, and two member.'-; 
of the crew. The yacht is 71 feet long, 
19 feet beam, draws 9 feet of water 
and Is of thlrty-flvo tons burden, and 
has been well provisioned for the trip, 
which is expected to last four months.
